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1. Applicant's election with traverse of figure 1 in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that the features shown in figure 1 are also carried on in any of the 
configurations shown in figures 2,25,35,37,40 and 45. This is not found persuasive because 
Applicants have not admitted on the record that the species are not patentably distinct. Upon 
Applicants' admission, all species will be rejoined and examined. If one of the prior art reference 
meets the limitations of one of the species, that particular prior art reference would meet the 
limitations of other species. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FIN AL. 

2. Claims 2-3,5-8, 10-32j^re withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species , there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 10. 

3 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature of what "means for 
obtaining an information related to a structure of 
the sample..." as recited in claim 1, the feature of "means for vertically irradiating ..." as recited 
in claim 4,the feature of "means for comparing a current vale. . ." as recited in claim 9 and the 
feature of what "means for correcting current component flowing through a capacitance. . . " as 
recited in claim 33 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
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should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

4. Claims 1,4,9 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, it is unclear what "means for obtaining an information related to a structure of 
the sample..." represents. Is it shown in any of drawings? Furthermore, "said current measuring 
means" has no antecedent basis. In claim 4, it is unclear what "means for vertically irradiating 
..." represents. Is it shown in elected species of figure 1? In claim 9, it is unclear what "means 
for comparing a current vale.. ." represents. Is it shown in elected species of figure 1 ? In claim 
33, it is unclear what "means for correcting current component flowing through a capacitance. . ." 
represents. Is it shown in elected species of figure 1? 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshizawa et al (Pat 
# 4,980,639). 

As to claim 1, Yoshizawa et al disclose method and apparatus for testing integrated 
electronic device as shown in figure 1 having an electron beam irradiation means (21) includes 
collimator means for collimating electron beam to parallel beam and means for changing , data 
processing means (40) 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Cole, Jr. et al. (pat # 5,781,017) disclose capacitve charge generation apparatus and 
method for testing circuits. 

Bargett et al (Pat # 4,695,794) disclose voltage calibration in e-beam probe using optical 
flooding.
